1. AFSC SAIGON PERSONNEL KEITH BRINTON AND CLAUDIA KOCH 
(REFTEL) AS WELL AS LOCAL AFSC REPS KUBICKA AND WIFE GRA 
CIOUSLY BACKED OUT OF JULY 6 INVITATION FROM EMBOFF WHICH 
THEY HAD EARLIER ACCEPTED. WE JUDGE THAT THEY WISH TO 
AVOID EVEN SOCIAL CONTACT WITH OFFICIAL USG REPRESENTATIVES, 
AND IF THIS IS THE CASE WE BELIEVE WE SHOULD NOT 

HOUND THEM. 

2. AS ADDRESSEES PRESUMABLY AWARE, BRINTON AND KRICH 
HAVE SPOKEN TO PRESS. UPI ARTICLE ON THEIR ARRIVAL
